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HIS MASTERS ALARM 

Fire and the phonograph have been enemies since the late 1870’s, when some of the first 
Edison tin foil phonographs were destroyed in a conflagration. Eldridge Johnson had 
equally bad luck in 1904 with his fledgling Victor Company and, of course, Edison holds the 
dubious record with the Great Fire of 1914. This beautiful red iron and brass firebox 
probably dates from ca. 1910 and contains appropriately enough a Gamewell spring-wind 
mechanism which rotates a toothed wheel which sends an electrical signal corresponding to 
the 2-1-3 code. The Victor building lay-out where these were originally used appears in the 
June- July 1974 APM. Few have survived.

Question: I recently acquired 
a Columbia C-I cylinder 
Graphophone and would like 
to know more about it. 

R.N., Holt, Mich. 



Answer:The first Type C was 
a treadle-operated Grapho- 
phone produced prior to 
1890. As these were phased 
out, the “C” designation was 
re-assigned to two classes of 
machines — a triple spring 
motor with flip -down * door, 
and an electric model, oper- 
ated either from wall current 
or storage battery. The initial 
“I” stood for “Incandescent” 
and indicated operation from 
110 volt DC wall current. 
This machine sold for $90. in 
1897 and by 1901 was lowered 
to $60. It was the first 
machine to use a 6” long solid 
wax blank (musical selec- 
tions were available by 1898) 
and was a direct predecessor 
of the 20th Century class of 
machines and cylinders. The 
C Class machines were sold 
both as office and enter- 
tainment phonographs.

ELECTRICAL REPRODUCTION 
OF CYLINDERS: AN EASY WAY 

Tim Brooks 



A passing remark in George Blacker’s 
excellent article on “Playing Oldies the New 
Way” (Aug.-Sept. APM) deserves further 
comment. It provides a simple and 
inexpensive way to reproduce cylinders 
electrically, with a minimum of mechanical 
skill or “rebuilding” necessary. There are 
three main requirements: 

1. A turntable which allows the tone arm 
to be rotated 90° or more (such as the 
Lenco L-75). 

2. A tone arm equipped to play vertical 
cut records, such as Edison Diamond 
Discs or Pathes. 

3. A cylinder machine. 

Essentially, the idea is to swivel the tone 
arm around until it clears the side or back 
of the base, place a cylinder machine 
underneath the stylus, and play your 
cylinders. The Lenco tone arm tracks 
across the cylinder just as if it were 
tracking a disc. The sound from the cylinder 
is then fed electrically through your 
amplifier where you can use tone controls 
or filters, tape recorder outputs, etc. 

There are several theoretical reasons 
why this system should not work very well, 
but work it does. The set up was 
demonstrated to me by Maine collector and 
researcher Bill Bryant, who got the idea 
from George Blacker’s writings. What 



surprised me when I tried setting up the 
same system in my own home was not only 
the quality of reproduction— which is 
excellent— but how easy it was. If you 
happen to have the three requirements 
mentioned above, the whole arrangement 
might take 15 minutes to set up. When you 
are through, everything breaks down just 
as easily. 

A few more comments about the three 
requirements. The Lenco L-75 turntable/- 
tone arm, which is so useful for playing 
odd -speed discs, also works nicely for 
cylinders because the tone arm does swivel, 
is mounted close to the edge of the Lenco’s 
base, and is both long (9” from pivot to 
stylus) and very lightweight. However 
other turntables may well have similar 
capabilities, so check yours if you don’t 
happen to have a Lenco. George tells me 
that he has successfully tracked cylinders 
with tone arms as short as seven inches. 

On the Lenco L-75, loosening a small set 
screw at the bottom of the pivot permits the 
tone arm to be swiveled around, and also to 
be raised or lowered to the same level as 
the cylinder mandrel. The Lenco’s built-in 
stylus pressure gauge allows fine adjust- 
ment of the weight bearing on the cylinder 
surface, as well. I found it possible to track 
wax cylinders with no more than 5 to 7 
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grams, thus minimizing wear. Compare this 
with the “stylus pressure” applied to the 
cylinder surface by original Edison repro- 
ducers (my measurements): 

Reproducer Stylus Pressure 

Automatic 9-10 grams 

Model C 29 grams 

Amberola 30 60-65 grams 

Cylinders and vertical cut discs can be 
played with an ordinary stereo cartridge; 
however, reproduction is very much 
improved if you rewire the cartridge for 
vertical reproduction only. George ex- 
plained several ways to do this in his 
article, and also provided the address of a 
manufacturer of pre-wired cartridges and 
switch boxes which accomplish the same 
thing. I have been using the IOI pre-wired 
cartridges and special styluses for several 
years, and have found them quite satis- 
factory. 

Likewise a modern 78 rpm stylus will 
produce sound, but IOI’s custom ground 
versions are much preferred. Nothing you 
use is likely to damage a Blue Amberol 
cylinder, but be careful what stylus you use 
on wax cylinders (IOI’s Pathe stylus is 
recommended). If a white “frosting” 
appears under the stylus as it plays, lift off 
the tone arm fast! 

As for the cylinder machine, almost any 
will do, providing only that you can get it 
physically close enough for the overhanging 
tone arm to reach the mandrel from the 
turntable, and that the original cylinder 
reproducer arm can be lifted out of the way 
or temporarily removed. Edison Standards, 
Homes and Triumphs work fine. Note that 
either two or four minute cylinders can be 
played, even if the machine doesn’t have a 
2-4 minute attachment. This occurs because 
the tone arm is doing the tracking, and the 
gearing and feedscrew which would nor- 
mally drive the cylinder reproducer is not 
used. The only function of the machine here 
is to spin the -cylinder at 160 rpm. 

There has to be some drawback to a 
system this simple, and it is that the 
tracking can be rather touchy at times. The 
tone arm has to be in the right relationship 
to the mandrel or it will either “ride off’ the 
cylinder at some point, or go skittering 
across it without tracking at all. This can 
usually be corrected without too much 
difficulty, by moving the components 
slightly in relationship to each other, until 
everything works. But early brown wax 



cylinders may not track at all, because of 
their shallow grooves. Some will, some 
won’t. And warped, gouged or out-of-round 
cylinders will give you problems. However 
good condition black wax and celluloid 
cylinders generally track quite well, and 
the quality of reproduction is in some cases 
astounding. Among other things, “blasting” 
practically disappears. 

This makeshift system is not the ideal 
way to electrically reproduce cylinders, and 
the ambitious collector will want to pursue 
the more advanced, custom systems 
described in George’s fine article. But for 
the “duffer” who doesn’t want to get 
involved in rebuilding cylinder machines or 
tone arms, or for those who simply want to 
find out what electrical reproduction sounds 
like using their existing equipment, the 
“Lenco method” is quite simple. If you’ve 
been dubious about the merits of electrical 
reproduction of cylinders, it may convert 
you from a skeptic to a believer. It did me! 

ANOTHER RESPONSE 

Irving Levin 

George Blacker’s article “Playing Oldies 
the New Way” in the Aug. -Sept. 1975 APM 
is priceless. This type of information is long 
overdue and I’m sure that when word gets 
around about this article you will be 
swamped with requests for reprints! 

I also have both Shure M-44 cartridges 
and the three speciall styli provided by 
International Observatory Instruments as 
recommended by Mr. Blacker. I wish to add 
the following, not as criticism, but as 
additional information along the same line. 

At this point I’d like to differ with Mr. 
Blacker about the use of the truncated 78 
stylus. I found it produced a shallow sound 
with most of my 78’s. Agreed that the 78 
grooves were never standardized and 
ideally several styli would be needed for 
best results. The fact is, IOI is prepared to 
supply a variety of spherical tips (not 
truncated) ranging from 2.1 to 2.8 mils 
radius at a cost of $25. each. 

In my opinion the ideal stylus for most 
78’s is the Shure N44-3 with a spherical 
radius of 2.5 mils available direct from 
Shure Bros, for only $10. (222 Hartrey 
Ave., Evanston, 111. 60204). 

And now for the lucky owners of Edison 
long playing Diamond Discs. They need the 
Shure N 44-7 Stylus to be used with the hill 



and dale cartridge. 

Also available from Shure Bros, is the 
N44-1 (1 mil radius) for the older 
monophonic LP’s (to be used in the lateral 
cartridge). And if anyone wishes to play his 
finest stereo discs with the M-44 cartridge 
they can obtain the N44E elliptical stylus! 

P athe records are so inconsistent that they 
will always create problems. I have found 
that with most Pathes the Edison stylus 
tracks the grooves better than the Pathe 
stylus from IOI. And you need plenty of 
weight on the cartridge. 

Certainly every record collector has come 
across a highly desirable 78 so badly 
warped that the cartridge jumps into the 
air even when weighted down to the point 
where its bottom touches the record 
surface. This is where the continuously 
variable speed turntable can save the day. 

I would suggest playing the record at half 
its correct speed, which would be approx- 
imately 39 rpm. This is easy to do 
accurately, especially if you have a musician 
to help you. At one half its proper speed the 
music will still sound in its original key. It 
will simply sound an octave lower, or to 
make a bad pun, an octave slower. At this 
speed the cartridge will follow the warped 
undulations without flying into the air. Now 
tape record this at 3% ips. and then play 
back the tape at 772 ips. You’ll have the 
music restored to its correct speed, hence 
correct pitch! 

Collectors with fixed speed record 
players can get some relief by using a tape 
recorder that features its own variable 
pitch control. Such a tape recorder is the 
Re vox A77. At the time it is ordered you 
can have them build in this feature. This is 
an externally mounted plug-in type poten- 
tiometer which controls the servo motor. It 
allows for a minus 10% to a plus 15% 
continuous variation of speed. This means 
that you can continuously vary a recorded 
pitch approximately three semitones down 
to three semitones up. You can thus correct 
the pitch of a tape someone else has made 
for you. You can also record your own 
Edisons and Pathes at a fixed 78 rpm and 
then play the tape back a little faster. 

A more extreme example would be to 
tape a Berliner at 78 rpm. Since it should be 
played at approximately 70 rpm, you could 
set the pitch control on the tape recorder at 
plus 10%. Then when you play back the 
tape at somewhere near plus or minus zero 
you have the correct pitch. Conversely, an 
inside start Pathe should be played at 



approximately 90 rpm. If you tape this at 78 
rpm with the pitch control at minus 15%, 
you will get correct pitch again at 
somewhere near the plus or minus zero 
setting during playback. With a little 
experimenting you could ascertain just how 
much to offset the pitch control so that the 
results will be useful for making tapes to be 
presented to people with ordinary tape 
recorders. 

I hope your readers will find this 
information helpful.
